The  fault  if  any,  exists, 
not  in  the  profession  itself,  but  iu  the 
men  who  devote  their  time  and  talents 
to  i I , as  much  ns  iu  the  disposition  on 
the  part  ol  the  people  to  create  a neces- 
sity for  their  services,  and  so  long  as 
trade  lasts,  so  long  will  difficulties  and 
misunderstanding*  arise,  the  settlement 
of  which  will  be  by  the  courts  at  law. — 
Then  what  is  the  argument?  Lawyers 
are  advantage  l by  facilitating  their  bu- 
siness, as  well  as  by  com  lor  la  hie  means 
of  coin  cyance  from  one  Court  to  anoth- 
er, ami  parties  are  advantaged  by  the 
same  facilities,  us  well  us  by  a reduction 
of  cost.

Ami  here  the  blended  in- 
terest of  the  farmer  and  Physician  is 
seen.  The  farmer’s  medical  bill  issinull- 
er,  while  the  Physician  makes  as  pinch 
or  more  money  in  being  enabled  to  ride 
more  and  do  a larger  business. 

The  Mechanic,  lias  a special  interest 
to  subserve  in  the  construe  lion  of  roads. 
Ol  course  he  cannot  depend  a lone  upon 
the  Town  lor  the  sale  ol  his  mechanism, 
but  has  to  turn  his  attention  to  the 
wants  of  the  farmer.  Make  the  roads, 
and  he  will  have  ail  increased  demand, 
quicker  sales,  and  an  active  business,  all 
ol  which  enables  bint  to  sell  at  smaller 
profits  mid  make  more  money.  The  sup- 
ply uiiil  demand  alone  regulates  the  price 
in  every  discription  of  trade,  but  there 
is  iliere  must  lie  some  regulator  to  the 
supply  and  demand.  In  some  instances 
the  scarcity  of  money  shortens  both;  but

Tbc  Tehuantepec  Treaty— IIulsc- 
man  Letter. 

Washington,  May  13. 

Important  advices  from  Mexico  rela- 
tive to  the  rejection  of  the  lehuantepec 
treaty  are  understood  to  have  been  re- 
ceived in  this  city.  The  Mexicans  con- 
sider that  the  Garay  grant  was  obtained 
by  bribery  and  corruption.  Mr.  Letch 
er  on  the  rejection  of  the  treaty  made 
its  ratification  an  ultimatum  at  the  haz- 
ard of  war.

the  roots,  and  the  less  likely  will  they 
be  to  suffer  from  insects  and  disease.  It 
is  not  to  be  understood,  however,  that 
manure  is  unnecessary,  unless  the  qual- 
ity of  the  land  is  such  as  to  ensure  a 
good  growth  without  it.  Warming  and 
higli  stimulating  manures  are  preferable 
to  such  as  are  more  cold  and  tardy  in 
their  action.  The  seed  should  he  got  in

Nsedls  Manufactort. — The  New- 
ark Advertiser  says,  the  only  needle 
manufactory  in  this  country  is  in  that 
«ity — established  by  a gentleman  from 
Manchester,  England.  The  manner  of 
making  needles  is  described  as  very  in- 
teresting— some  sixteen  different  pro- 
cesses being  necessary  for  their  comple- 
tion. The  wire  from  which  they  are 
made  is  imported  from  England.  It  is 
cut  into  lengths  sufficient  lor  two  nee- 
dles each, and.  after  being  rubbed  straight, 
they  are  pointed  upon  a stone,  at  the 
rate  of  one  hundred  per  minute.  They 
•re  then  stamped  with  impressions  pre- 
pars  lory  for  the  eyes,  which  are  punch- 
ed by  a press,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  a min- 
ute, and  then  strung  upon  wires  am) 
placed  in  another  machine  to  be  filed  ar<d 
fashioned  into  the  form  of  needles.  The 
hardening  is  now  done  by  • hot  furn- 
ace, and  they  are  afterwards  tempered, 
•treightened  and  gathered  into  bunches 
of  about  50,000  each,  which  are  statur- 
ated  with  oil  andemery,  tied  in  a cloth 
and  placed  in  a trough  with  a heavy
